they found in that ‘Way of Living; the very 
Looks had fuch a rural Air, and their Converfa- 
tion fo barbarous and unintelligible, that to be 
ondemn’d to fuffer, it would {poil all their En- 
joyments; ‘tistrue, they had the Manners never 
to contradict ’em, and at the fame Time endea- 
vour’d to flatter “em, but with a very miltaken 
Grace, whichthey fo naufeated, that chufing ra- 
ther to leave their fine Seats and Houfes to the 
Enjoyment of Stewards and Bailiffs, with large 
Stipeacs, they placed themfelves in great Towns 
and Ci; where Time went off with more Plea- 
fure, in. fos, at Opera’s and Eating-Honfes, 
tho? the Honour anc Refpeét due to ’em, was li- 
mited to a a fewer Number, yet being 
much better exprefs’d, was with them of much 
more value, tho’ the fame Refpect was paid by

The fourth Opinion is of Scorw, that one An- 
gel doth underftand another, and fpeak unto him 
fpititually, by a fpiricual Form or Reprefenta- 
tior, which he imprefleth in the Underftanding 
of the Angel co whom he {peaketh. 

But this is to fpeak without all Ground or Rea- 
fon ; for firft, this Form hath as much difficulty 
in the Underftanding of ic as the Aét ic felf, 
which it fhould reprelent : Secondly, This is im- 
poflible to be imprefled in Almighty God, to 
whom neverthelefs the Angels are faid to fpeak. 

Wherefore the fifth and moft probable Opini- 
on, is thatof Aguinas, Caictan, Gabriel and Ca- 
preolus, that thereby the Angels {peak one to ano- 
ther, becaufe that by their will they do fubordi- 


nate or ordain their inward Adts unto others, fo} 


to be under{tood by them: So that alfo the in- 
ward Reprefentations or Species they have of 
thefe inward Cogitations either of Manor Angel, 
are.in-their Reprefentation dependent on the An- 
gelical Will of him that fpeaketh : For that, as 
the natural and neceflary Objects are underftood

A. Some are fo Curious as to conjecture tha 
Chrift’s Prayer which he made after his with. 
drawment from his Difciples, was not meerly 
Mental but Vocal, inferring it from the manner 
in which the Evangelifts relate it, be prayed Sa. 
ing; which they wiil have to imply an audible 
Speech and Voice. 

However, whether we have fo great a Pattern 
for it or no, I think there is fome advantage to 
be obferved that fecret Prayer hath which isWo- 
ical above what is Mental Only, (altho’ it be all 
‘one to God who hath an Ear to hear what the 
Heart prayeth as well as what the Mouth.) 

1. In that by joining a Voice to our Mental 
Prayer, our Affections are more awakened and 
quickned 5 as we find by Experience, that the 
Senfe of a Mifery when cooped up in our own 
Thoughts may not exprefs it felf in Tears (which 
are the Language of Grief) but yet when we 
ventit to others, in our recounting it, we can’t 
refrain from weeping. 

2. It limits the Mind more, and keeps it mort 
fixed and intent upon what is fpoken. 

3. We find fometimes that vehemency of Af- 
fection doth force us to it, for when our Paffion 
and Devotion is ardent, and the fire is kindled 
within us, it breaketh forth into outward Exprer 


fions, Complaints or Tears. I may add laftly, 
that we can fometimes better Form, or at leat 
draw out in better order our Conceptions of what 


to Reafon, that thofe voluntary and inward Ob- 


we pray for in an audible Voice. 
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
